Safety Jingles 
Used Om US-23 


The State Highway Department, 
leaving no stone unturned in its 
efforts to reducé the high accident 
rate on US-23 between Bay City 
and Standish, has turned to road- 


| pide" jingles “in its” latest ‘caution 


on this 28-mile stretch of highway, 
an important avenue for traffic to 
and from the northern part of the 


state. 

Sets of the jingles have been in- 
stalled at 5-mile intervals along 
the 28-mile stretch between Bay 
City and Standish. Each set will 
contain four signs, each sign spac- 
ed 150 feet apart. 

Fourth of July travelers were 
the first to peruse the jingles. The 
driver’s attention is called first 
to this message: “Watch For— 
Highway Dept.—Safety Tips”. 
Then, a short distance on, he reads 
this suggestion: “Drive With Cau- 
tion—CHeek Your Speed—Think 
It Over—While You Read”. A lit- 
tle farther: “Do Not Use—The 
Middle Lane — To Pass Unless — 
It’s Safe and Sane”, and finally 
this admonition: “Watch Crossings 
—Pedestrians Too—Highway Safe- 
ty — Is Up To You”. 

The Bay City - Standish section 
of US-23 began receiving uatev or 


ibticity several months ago 
after a six months tally of acci- 
dents there revealed 19 persons 
had been killed and numerous oth- 
ers injured. The Highway De- 
partment and State Police have 
been studying conditions there, in- 
cluding design of the highway. 
This investigation, revealed that 
the highway is well constructed 
and safe from an_ engineering 
standpoint—has éasy curves and 
long sight distances. The investi- 
pation also showed that 94 percent 
of the accidents between Bay City 
and Standish were due to careless- 
ness on the part of.drivers—driv- 
ing too slow during peak traffic 
periods, recklessness, speeding, 
drivers falling asleep, use of the 
center lane when it was not clear, 
causing head-on collisions, etc. 
State Police now have special 
patrols on this stretch of highway 
and will maintain an intensive pa- 
trol there during peak periods of 
traffic. Speed limits of 35, 40 and 
45 miles an hour have been set up 
between Bay City and Kawkawlin, 
a 4-mile section which has pro- 
duced most of the accidents. 
Reflectorized and oversized reg- 
ulatory signs, such as “Center line 
for Passing Only”, have been in- 
stalled on the entire 28-mile sec- 
tion from Bay City to Standish, 
and luminous’ paint used for the 
pavement markings, so that both 
may be read easily, night or day. 
‘The considerable amount of 
publicity given to” accidents on 
this section seems to have failed 
to act as an accident deterrent 
there, and so the Highway Depart- 
ment has figured something spe- 
cial in the way-of signs is needed. 
Hence the roadside jingles, to pro- 
vide safety education on the spot, 
which, the Department hopes will 
eliminate carelessness on the part 
of the small minority of drivers 
who are responsible for accidents.
